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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicanrs amendment has been considered. However, Applicant's attention is directed to the rejoinder 
paragraph which was set forth in tine office action mailed 10/26/06. In particular, it was stated that when Applicant elects claims directed 
to the product, and the product claims are subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or othenA/ise require 
all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. The paragraph further discloses that in the event of 
rejoinder, in order for the process claims to be rejoined, the rejoinded claims MUST meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 USC 101 , 102, 103, and 112.
